RIEND AXD FOE of the new administration at Washington 


are eagerly, even feverishly:, scanning every event, every 


new move to discern therein signs of strength or weakness with 
which to bolster up praise or criticism. 


The most trivial utterances of cabinet members, the mes- 
rage of the president, the result of white house conferences with 
notables from congress and abroad, all the high spots day by 
day, are watched with jeairfus care to catch the slightest indi- 
cation of greatness of policy, genius in ihe individual or con- 
trary manifestations upon which to base criticisms. 


We believe both friend and foe are on the wrong tack. Of 


genius there will be none in either white house, cabinet or con- 
gress. Even of that which passes for greatness in the political 
world there will be little or none. And those friends of the 
Harding administration who are eagerly scanning the horizon 
for favorable indications along those lines are doomed to daily 
disappointment. 


Fortunately in this world, however, there is something bet- 


ter than genius. There is something more enduring than so- 
called greatness. And signs of this are not lacking. 
For in- 


stance, in the Harding cabinet is one Herbert Hoover and with 
him has been introduced to Washington officialdom and red 
tape a new order. 


And the question now uppermost in the mind of the Old 


Guard and the juvenile underlings is what to do with :t man of 
the Hoover type who briskly reports for duty at 8 :30 and insists 
in every little bureaucratic job holder putting in a full day's 
work for a day's pay: or what is to be the outcome in the state 
department with a chieftain like Charles Hughes who is :n- 
variably at his desk a half hour later than Hoover snd who 
works even more intensely and unremittingly? 


Then there are the attorney general, Mr. Daugherty, the 


secretary of war, Mr. Weeks and the strenuous little postmaster 
general, Mr. Hays of campaign fame, all of them bristling with 
energy and radiating work from every pore. They are all down 
and at it early and they stay late. Hughes scarcely lakes time 
to smile. None of them talks much and all are therefore 
enigmatic to reporters, but each day's setting sun sees an 
enormous dispatch of work. 


And ±p cap th^ climax there is Warren G. himself, at hi.* 
desk at 8*0, not smoking a fat cigar nor even a toothsome cig- 
aret, but dictating letters to two stenographers and starting1 into 
swifter motion than they have known for many a day the pon- 
derous wheels of the nation's administrative machinery. There 
is little bustle and no confusion about it and still less talk, but 
official Washington more represents in its daily routine a pros- 
perous newspaper or manufacturing plant than it perhaps ever 
has before in its history. 
To our way of thinking those who wish to discover cause 


for praise of the new regime in Washington" had better direct 
their gaze to the earth for earthly things of this kind than scan 
the clouds for manifestations of genius they will never find. 
This is not going to be a brilliant administration, but from the 
way the dust is flying out of the cracks and crevices of Wash- 
ington officialdom, it is going to be a hard working administra- 
tion which, in most things, will be far better. 


For the man who is out stirring around at the unholy hour 


in the morning that reveals Will G. Hays. Harry Daugherty, 
Herbert Hoover, John Weeks and, last but not feast, the Big 
Chief himself, is bound to make a surprising showing at the end 
of the first year and a still better one at the end of the second 
and third and fourth. 
*._ 
The best place in the world to set a good example is at the 


top. 
And if the plebeian examples of Will and Warren and 
Herbert and Harry and John spread, as they are bound to, we 
shall In time find it a pervasive heresy for the first time in the 
life of official Washington, that in state and municipal offices, as 
well as in national, a snug and comfortable connection with the 
pay roll is no guaranty of immunity from hard work. 


The pet theory in Washington, handed down 
from 


antiquity and doubtless inherited from European officialdom, 
has been that if you had pull enough to lancl a job you had the 
necessary drag to keep it. But with gentlemen like Hoover and 
Hughes and Hays snooping around, advancing uncomfortable 
new theories of waste motion and engineering economics, ihe 
old-time creed of the politicians is apt to go on the rocks in time. 


Hoover has been interviewed during his war activities to 


the effect that he believes that one good man at a satisf3'ing 
salary is capable of doing the work of a whole group of eye- 
servants who are advocates of puttering along and merely go- 
ing thru the motions of work and who excuse their laziness by 
pointing to the smallness of their stipends and informinpr the 
world that thev could "make five times as much in a private ca- 
pacity." 
Hoover's idea is that if you have five men doing a thing at 


$1,500 a year apiece and can supplant them with one live v. ire 
for $5,000 a year you will not only save money by hiring ilie 
more expensive man. but you have improved the service im- 
measurably in a number of ways. That's the way he has con- 
ducted his own business and he has results for indication of his 
views. 


Hoover also believes, and with him practically all the other 


cabinet members, that competition is as beneficial in a govern- 
ment office as it is in trade, and it is one of his theories that it j 
will do no harm to give several thousand prominent place hold- j 
ers in Washington and, indirectly thru them, over the country at; 
]arge, the idea that the public as an employer demands and de- 
serves &s faithful and as efficient service as a private corpora- 
tion. And it is only fair to say that from President Harding 
down this idea is pretty generally shared by the new cabinet.! 


The idea of hard work may be a commonplace theory upon j 


which to found the reputation of a national administration, bat j 
to our way of thinking it will make more of a hit with the coun-j 
try at large than the reputation for genius and greatness. We! 
are opposed by temperament and training to many of the basic i 
political views held by President Harding and Mr. Hays, but 
we are in full agreement as to the profound need of cutting 
bureaucratic red tape and sheer laziness which is honeycombed j 
in departmental Washington. 
j 
Especially in Mr. Hays's department, that of the post-;
